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VBT Board 
wary of trusting 
Wayne County

A resolution to approve a paving contract 
with Fiore Enterprises for Walden Woods 
as part of the Wayne County Local Road 
Initiative program was pulled from the 
agenda of Tuesday's Van Buren Township 
meeting. 

Fiore's low bid was $214,646.80. The 
engineer's estimate for the project was 
$240,000. 

At Monday's work/study session, the 
board discussed at length the request 
by Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Ron Aker to approve а 
contract for roadwork there “contingent on 
approval from Wayne County." 

Akers said the $750,000 agreement 
with Wayne County for the Local Road 
Initiative that pays 8096 of two township 
projects, was approved in June, but in 
late August the county wanted changes in 
the insurance part of the agreement and 
the full county board never approved the 
intergovernmental agreement. 

He said it should be before the full board 
of the county commission on Oct. 15. He 
said all the other townships taking part in 
the initiative already received approval 
and there is money available for the VBT 
projects. 

He said the county does not allow asphalt 
paving after Nov. 15 and the plants close, 
so he wanted it on the Oct. 6 VBT agenda. 

Verdeterre, the contractor approved 
for the road work on the other project on 
Dewitt, Jeanette, and Venetian, doesn't 
want to start later than Oct. 15, Akers said. 

Verdeterre was approved as the contractor 
for the Dewitt, Jeanette, and Venetian 
project and then, when the county changed 


the insurance requirement, Verdeterre 
complied on its own.

City Manager Kollmeyer said she would 
bring a budget amendment to the next 
meeting.

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Keystone school 
board applauds 
new state status

Keystone Academy Principal Keturah 
Godfrey received applause after announcing 
that Keystone has been released from Focus 
School status by the Michigan Department 
of Education. 

This was at the regular meeting of the 
Keystone Academy Board of Directors on 
Sept. 10. 

The Aug. 7 letter from the state said: 
“Your school’s hard work and emphasis 
on data-driven decisions have narrowed 
the achievement gap between the top and 
bottom performing 30% of students ... 
Student achievement among the bottom 
30% has improved and we hope this trend 
continues...” 

The letter went on to state that increasing 
student achievement is essential to meet 
the state’s goal of 85% proficiency for all 
students by the 2021-22 school year. 

Godfrey said the school’s bottom 30% is 
higher than the state average. 

Board president Vesta Losen said the 
gap between the top and bottom students 
has widened with the top doing better than 
ever.

VBT Planners will hold public walk- 
through on new Lake Ordinance

The Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission is planning a walk-through, 
informal public hearing with lots of 
graphics, aerial photos, and presentations 
on the 23 pages of proposed amendments 
to the lake ordinance. 

The date for such a meeting was not 
immediately set. 

At the commission's regular meeting 
Sept. 23, planning consultant Sally Hodges 
of McKenna Associates, said the ordinance 
changes do need a formal public hearing 
before sending it on to the township board 
for action. 

But, before a formal hearing that often 
becomes confrontational, she recommends 
a presentation so people can ask questions 
about their personal property and get 
answers they need. She said that way more 
people will understand what they are trying 
to do. 

“What she's suggesting, our department 
is behind," said Matthew Best, deputy 
director of the department of planning 
and economic development. He suggested 
multiple days to educate the public. 

"It will improve the chances of success," 
Hodges said. 

The township has been working on a 
lake ordinance for at least five years after 
a court directed the township to have 
consistent and clear standards for township 
approvals. 

Also the township has to comply with 
requirements of VBT's license with the 


Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
(FERC) to operate the French Landing 
Dam. 

The rules in the new ordinance are only 
for township-owned lake property — the 
township owned lake and the “рар land" 
shoreline between the lake and private 
property. 

Commissioner Joan Franzoi said they 
have to make sure the people in the city of 
Belleville, who have property on the lake, 
are aware this impacts them. 

Commissioner Bob McKenna said the 
township has been meeting with the BYC, 
elected officials of Belleville, and John 
Juriga (who lives in Belleville and pays 
VBT taxes). 

He said Mayor Kerreen Conley said she 
felt confident she could sell the ordinance 
to Belleville residents. 

McKenna said BYC is “a big shaker on the 
lake" and the township will invite specific 
people to explain what we're trying to do. 

Best said they should contact people on the 
lake and township Treasurer Sharry Budd, 
who sits on the planning commission, said 
they have a way of getting all the addresses 
on the lake to send them notices. 

Hodges said everyone will be sent a 
notice for the formal public hearing, but 
there is no need to send individual notices 
for a walk through. 

She asked Best to come up with some 
proposed dates for such а session. 
McKenna said he'd like to see it all done 
by Christmas.

“We aren't holding a brick on the higher 
students," Losen said, who noted the state 
changed its rules on Focus Schools so that 
if your lower 30% are higher than the state 
average you are not a Focus School. 

Godfrey said it's a great relief not to 
have to do the quarterly reports on special 
programs put in place that Focus Schools 
have to do. Keystone was named a Focus 
School in 2012. 

In other business at its Sept. 10 meeting, 
the board: 

* Approved $11,000 from the board's 
discretionary fund to pay 11 athletic 
coaches, as requested by John LeBlanc, 
athletic director/gym teacher. LeBlanc ran 
around the community on his own time 
in the summer and got to know people. 
He said he went door to door and got 10 
companies to offer customer discounts on 
a card that athletes will sell for $10, with 
the athletic department getting $9 per card. 
He said the soccer team needs balls and 
volleyball needs a new net, among other 
needs; 

* Learned 25 Young K Kindergartners 
and 83 Kindergarteners have enrolled, with 
no Kindergartners left on the waiting list. 
For Young K through eighth grade there 
are 766 students enrolled and 180 on the 
waiting list. There was discussion on why 
the Kindergarten students are fewer than 
in the past and the proliferation of schools 
was a factor, along with a low birth rate; 


* Was informed new hires are: Tracy 
Kaminski, eighth grade; Chelsea Jackson, 
Y5s; Oliver Rodriguez, music; and Renee 
Letts, second grade; 

* Learned two bullying episodes have been 
reported to the state for the previous school 
year, with one student getting one day of in- 
school suspension and one getting one day 
of out-of-school suspension. “We try to do 
early intervention,” Godfrey said. Reg Ion, 
a grandparent of Keystone students, said, 
“It’s so important to get after that right 
away ... important for all the kids"; 

* Heard Godfrey tell of Carla Cox, who 
has worked in the public schools for 35 
years and now runs a reading clinic in 
Romulus, and her new program in targeted 
phonics that she used on 30 Keystone 
students in first to third grades twice a week 
for six weeks. She wants to publish her all- 
new material and used the program with 
the Keystone students as an experiment. 
Godfrey said it worked out very well for 
the students; 

* Learned National Heritage Academies 
needs to submit paperwork to Bay Mills 
Community College on recommended 
new board member Connie Shull, who 
was asked to sign paperwork. Godfrey 
suggested another candidate for the board 
and she was encouraged to talk to the 
person about serving; 

* Heard Losen say she thinks all the money 
coming in from the Stars before/after 
school program should go to Keystone, 
instead of sharing it equally with NHA 
since Keystone already pays NHA for use

The commissioners went over the most 
recent updates to the draft ordinance, 
asking questions and making comments. 

In other business at the Sept. 23 meeting, 
the planning commission: 

* Voted unanimously to recommend to the 
township board the rezoning of two parcels 
at the northeast corner of Quirk Road and 
the North I-94 Service Drive from R-1B 
to C-2 (extensive highway business) with 
conditions, subject to a review of the 
township attorney. When the commission 
had concerns about a drive from the site 
onto the residential Quirk Road, Remy 
Hanna made the request for a conditional 
rezoning with the agreement that, after 
construction, there will be no entrance/ 
exit onto Quirk Road without coming back 
to the township for approval or denial. 
In exchange the township allows Hanna 
to add an additional 5 feet to his hotel to 
allow him to build with a peaked roof. The 
township ordinance limits the height to 40 
feet and this will be 45 feet; and 

* Approved the proposed amendment to 
neighboring Canton Township's master 
plan changing the use of two areas that 
do not abut VBT. The Michigan Planning 
Enabling Act requires that a proposed 
master plan amendment be distributed to 
the planning commission of an adjacent 
municipality.

Court Watching: 
Court date postponed 


after report defendant 
is in the hospital

A probable cause conference for Patrick 
Michael Wells, set for Sept. 23 before 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott was 
adjourned until Sept. 30 after the court was 
informed by phone by the defendant's wife 
that he was on a ventilator in the hospital. 

Judge Parrott said the person who 
was called at the court said she felt the 
information was in “good faith,” so the case 
was postponed a week to get the defendant 
before a judge or to get more information 
on his whereabouts. 

Wells, 49, had been lodged in the Wayne 
County Jail on a bond of $20,000 or 1096 
on a charge of felony assault (assault 
with a dangerous weapon) on April 22 in 
Van Buren Township. He is considered a 
habitual offender and is being defended by 
court-appointed attorney David Lankford. 
Officer in charge is VBT Detective Ken 
Toney. 

On Sept. 30, when Wells’ case was 
called before Judge Brian A. Oakley, the 
judge was informed Wells was intubated 
and ventilated and an attendant doctor at 
Annapolis signed a statement to that effect. 

Judge Oakley adjourned the case for 
another week, to Oct. 7, but said if the 
police investigation shows the doctor's 
statement is incorrect, Oakley will call the 
doctor in for a “show cause" hearing. 

Detective Toney told Judge Oakley that 
he got a call from an unidentified woman 
that said Wells was getting ready to run. 

Michael James Miskell 

Michael James Miskell's preliminary 
exam was adjourned until Oct. 28 because 
his retained attorney Michael Legris will be 
out of the country on Oct. 7, the original 
date set for the exam. 

Miskell, 43, is facing a charge of 
criminal sexual conduct — third degree 
(force or coercion) and is out after posting 
$10,000/10% bond. The crime reportedly 
took place on Oct. 28, 2013 in Van Buren 
Township. He has been named a habitual 
offender. Officer in charge is Det. Toney. 

Legris told Judge Oakley that Miskell is 


on a tether now and can be out noon to four 
on two days a week, Thursday and Saturday. 
Legris said he would like the judge to allow 
his client to be out 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Monday 
through Saturday so he can work. 

“We put them on GPS tethers and they put 
the curfews on downtown," Judge Oakley 
said, adding the court will get clarification 
on the GPS tether bond procedures. Oakley 
signed a request for Miskell to be allowed 
to be out to work. 

John Wesley Chambers 
John Wesley Chambers,42, was boundover 
to circuit court for an Oct. 14 arraignment 
on the information on charges of operating 
while intoxicated — 3", after waiving his 
preliminary exam at district court. He is 
out on $10,000 personal recognizance 
bond. The offense was reported to have 
taken place on Dec. 23, 2014 in Van Buren 
Township. Detective Donovan McCarthy is 
the officer in charge.

Gerald Michael Kincaid, 38, told Judge 
Oakley that the vehicle is in the body shop 
and should be done within the next week 
or so.

Charges dismissed 


against Chestang after 
complainant won’t come

David Jamal Chestang, 21, was due for 
his preliminary exam before Judge David 
Parrott on Sept. 23, but the complainant 
didn’t show up so the Prosecutor made 
a motion to dismiss the charges without 
prejudice, which means they can be refiled 
in the future. 

Chestang was charged was assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) and 
domestic violence in Van Buren Township 
on July 20 and was lodged in the Wayne 
County Jail on $10,000/10% bond. He 
was supposed to be brought to court, but 
the Sheriff’s Department failed to deliver 
him and he remained in jail. He was to be 
released later from the jail. 

On that case, VBT Detective Donovan 
McCarthy is the officer in charge and court- 
appointed attorney Ronnie Strong was to 
represent the defendant. But, Strong wasn’t 
available and attorney Charles Rutledge 
stood in for him. 

Chestang is in the middle of another case 
against him, home invasion first degree, and 
was granted $10,000 personal recognizance 
bond. That allegedly occurred on June 23 
in VBT. He waived his preliminary exam 
before Judge Tina Brooks Green on July 15 
and is set for a jury trial on that charge on 
Nov. 11 before Circuit Court Judge Megan 
Brennan. 

Chestang also has a pending warrant out 
of Inkster on seven assault and weapons 
charges. 

Randy Davon Gray, Jr. 

Randy Davon Gray, Jr., 22, was ordered 
released from jail by Judge Parrott on Sept. 
23 after the charge of felonious assault 
was reduced to a misdemeanor charge of 
aggravated assault. Gray agreed that he 
pulled a knife on somebody he was arguing 
with in the city of Belleville on Sept. 1. 

The complainant was the grandfather 
of the person Gray was assaulting and the 
grandfather called the police. Gray was 
arrested the same day and had been in jail 
for 22 days on a bond of $20,000/10%. 
Belleville Officer Tim Trombly was the 
officer in charge. 

Judge Parrott said this was a pretty serious 
charge and he didn’t want to sentence him 
to just time-served. He did sentence him 
to 22 days (time-served), six months of 
reporting probation, $1,045 in fees and 
fines, and other restrictions set by the 
probation department. He was ordered to 
have no contact with the victim. 

It was possible that he could have been 
released from the courtroom and his mother 
went home to get him clothes to replace the 
yellow jail outfit he wore.
